RAISULI, FAMOUS 
BANDIT, REPORTED 
DEAD FROM POISON 


Moor Who Struck Terror to 
Travelers’ Hearts Said to 
Have Been Killed.

TANGIER, Morocco, Feb. 12.—It is re- 
ported here that Raisull, the Governor 
of Djebala Province, and former Moor- 
ish bandit chief, is dead as the result 
of being poisoned. 

Mulai Ahmed Ben Mo Er-Rai- 
sult was-e farmer in his -Hfe, But 
several years ago took to brigandage. 
He became the leader of a band of ex- 
perts in cattle stealing and was a ter- 
ror to caravans, from which tribute 
was exacted. 

| Wins $10,000 Ransom. 

Several years ago Dr. Walter E. Har- 
ris, correspondent of a London news- 
paper and a friend of the Moroccan 
Sultan, Was captured by the bandits 
and held by Raisuli for a ransom of 
$10,000. Harris refused to pay it and 
the Sultan sent a force of:troops after 
the bandits, but they escaped and Har- 
ris gained his freedom by paying the 
ransom, after a headless body had been 
thrown into his tent. 

Two years later Raisuli seized Ion 
Perdicaris, a citizen of New Jersey, 
which was the occasion of the dispatch 
of a United States squadron to the 
Morocean coast and the alleged ulti- 
matum purporting to have emanated 
from the State Department: ‘‘Perdicaris 
alive or Raisull dead,” which caused 
great enthusiasm at the Republican 
National convention in Chicago which 
nominated Roosevelt for President. 

One Held Seven Months. 

Raisuli's next exploit was to cap- 
ture an Englishman, Kaid Sir Harry 
Maclean, the adviser of the Sultan.

He advised 
her what to order and she expressed 
satisfaction at the prospect of being 
able to eat heartily and enjoy it. 

She bought the articles for her Satur- 
day dinner, but when Saturday came 
she did not feel so well and told Miss 
Troll she did not care for even her 
usual meager breakfast.

A tan sombrero found by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter near the scene of the 
Glencoe train robbery, and marked $10 
bills, in a decoy letter, will be the 


most important circumstantial evidence 


in the case against the suspects under 
arrest. 

The hat found by the reporter near 
the trestle where the train was halted 
was regarded by Postoffice inspectors 
at first as their most important clew. 
They traced it through the manufac- 
turer’s brand, and found it to have 
been one of the articles stolen from an 
M. K. & T. train which was robbed. 
The bandit was arrested, the hat was 
eventually sent back to the manufac- 
turer in St. Louis. and was sold, al- 
though it bore a Texas firm’s name, 
to a retailer in Kansas. Thence it was 
traced, the detectives say, to the pos- 
session of ‘Bill’ Lowe. 

The gearch for the hat had been car- 
ried almost to the point where it led to 
W. W. Lowe, when the Furlong “‘tip’’ 


terfeiters,’’ they told her.

He Is Delirious in Hospital 
and Unable to Tell Story 
of Tragedy.

MARSEILLES, Feb. 12.—Officials of 
the Fre Transatlantic Line say that 
no passengers embarked on the Genera! 
Chanzy after the regular passenger list 
had been made up. 

According to this list the only Ameri- 
ean on the steamer when she foundered 
off the coast of Minorca on Wednesday 
‘Hight was Leon Deranda, a vaudeville 
performer of San Francisco. 

The woman reported as an American 
‘was Miss Elsie Hery, who was born at 
Epernay, France, but recently returned 
. frém a trip to the United States. It 

‘Was reported yesterday that an Ameri- 
can named Delymm was aboard, but no 
such mame eppears on the passenger 
list. 

The American actor was a member 
of a vaudeville combination bound on 
a.tour of the colonies. Derenda and 
Green were juggiers and acrobats. 
Among the other performers in the 
combination were several Englishmen, 
including a man named Nestor and the 
two Strakleys, bar performers. 

The Strakleys came from Antwerp but 
their nationality is not known. The

OFFIGALS SPAT 
OVER WHO IS 0 
WRITE TAX DUNS 


Koeln’s Clerks ‘Want the 
Money, Taussig and Witter 
Want Economy. 


Tax collection economy has started a 
feud between the office of Collector 
Koeln on the one side and the offices 
of Comptroller Taussig and Register 
Witter on the other. 

The heads of the municipal offices 
disagree as to what it sltould cost the 
city to write 20,000 back tax bills of 
1909, representing delinquent taxes to 
the amount of $1,500,000. 

There is an appropriation of $3700 for 
the work, but Comptroller Taussig ani 
Register Witter think the appropriation 
is too generous. In the past the work 
has been done by the clerks in the Col- 
lector’s office, who claimed they worked 
at it nights for the extra money. The 


Comptroller, however, thinks outsiders 


would write the bills for less monéy 
and he has asked for bids on the job 
from accounting firms. J. W. Dunn, 
Collector Koeln’s chief deputy, has of- 
fered to take the contract for 15 cents 
a line—the city charges the taxpayers 
2% cents a line—but Taussig says h» 
thinks others will do it cheaper. 

Koeln says if others do it at all, 
they’ll do it without assistance from

DR. CHARCOT FINDS 
120 MILES OF NEW 
ANTARCTIC LAND 


French Expedition to South 
Pole Reached Seventy 
Degrees South. 








PUNTA ARENAS, ' Feb.  12.--The 
French Antarctic expedition appears to 
have been a success from a scientific 
point of view: Dr. Chereot, the com- 
mander, is here, having arrived on the 
steamer Pourquois Pas. New land was 
discovered far south, the coast lines 
surveyed and earlier maps made com- 
plete. 

During the first Antarctic summer, 
1908-069, the expedition, in spite of diffi- 
culties which threatened to imperil its 
success, was able to complete the 
French map as far as Adelaide Island, 
off the north entrance to the Strait of 
Magellan and the westernmost of the 
group of Queen Adelaide Islands, and 
a stretch of new land 120 miles long was 
surveyed. 

The expedition ultimately reached 
Alexander Island. The region was. ex- 
plored and proved to be barren and 
covered with icébergs, glaciers and 
masses of rock. It afforded no shelter 
io the explorers, who wintered at Peter- 
mann Island. 

The season was comparatively mild, 
but bad enough to cause considerable 
sickness in the party. Numerous inter- 
esting excursions were made among the 
glaciers. 

During the subsequent Antarctic sum- 
mer the expedition explored Deception 
and Budgeman Islands in South Shet- 
land Archipelago. Following this the 
explorers continued sonth, discovering 
new land to the west and south of Al- 
exander Land and Peter Island was also 
visited. The expedition navigated as far 
as latitude 70 degrees south, longitude 
120 west. 

Alexander Island, or as ft is simestimes 
called, Alexander Land, is a small is- 
land in the South Atlantic Ocean about 
latitude 69 degrees south, longitude % 
degrees west and is considered to be a 
part of the so-called Antarctic Conti- 
nent. It was discovered by Bellings- 
haused in 1821.

HAT America has npt yet been 
iF discovered, spiritually at least, is 
the contention of Ludwig Brink- 
mann, who publishes a book called 
“roberer’ (Conqueror). In this vol- 
ume the author gives his impressions 
of America. Most of them are told in 
the form of stories. This makes them’ 
more interesting than they would be as 
mere descriptions of persons and things 
seen in the United States and parts of 
Mexico. Herr Brinkmann manages to 
keep the interest of the reader by tell- 
ing a Jove story quite often, and one 
reads to the end learning in the same 
time something of this vast continent, 
which, according to the author, waits to 


He expresses a great deal of admira- 
tion for the American man who goes 
out to the West to conquer nafure, to 
exploit it and bring to the surface the 
riches that He waiting in the earth or 
in the depths of virgin forests. He 
likes these men as much as he seems 
to dislike American women, whom he 
describes as careless dolls, ready to 
squander what the men earn by the 
sweat of their brow. 
are described, but these few tell the 
story. Herr Brinkmann, like most Eu- 
ropean visitors, does not understand the 
American woman. 

This is more to be regretted, since he 
understands America better than most 
Europeans who have written about it. 
He must have traveled extensively be- 
fore writing the book, from which it 
appears that he has traveled in connec- 
tion with business enterprises. His de- 
scriptions are poetic and interesting in 
the same tine. Often a writer loses 
himself in his Gescriptions and loses 
the reader as wel]. Not so Herr Brink- 
mann. The reader follows him gladly 
into the great canyon and climbs moun- 
tains with him, uccompanies him into 
the virgin forests and listens to his ar- 
gument with the little Mormon woman 
whom he asks about her mest intimate 
sensations, so as to learn how she likes 
polygainy. He even takes the reader 
along to the “loop-the-loop”’ in Coney 
Island and to the thousand other noisy 
and sensational thrillers of the amuse- 
ment island which attracts millions. 
And how pleasant it is to walk with 
him to Concord and visit the graves of 
our Emerson and Thoreau! 

The author says that he did not hope 
to be the discoverer of the America 
that waits to be discovered, but he 
hopes that those who will accompany 
him for even a little. while will begin 
to feel like they want to try their 
hand at the discovery... In his conclu- 
rion'he says that on his return to the 
Old World he would no longer be the 
man he was before seeing the New 
World, His hope is to find a way of 
blending harmoniously the methods of 
the O14 and the New. Excepting the 
few errors pointed out and perhaps a 
few minor ones’ that hardly need be 
mentioned the observations are correct 
and this makes ‘‘Broberer’’ a work. 
worth reading. It hardly contains one 
dull page out of ite 300. (IJterarieche 
Anstalt Rutten & Loening, Frankfort, 
Germany.)

It is about 65 by 45 
feet in area and between 85 and 40 
feet in height, having no window aad 
but one door. This door is seven feet 
from the ground. The roof of the 
Kaaba is always covered by an im- 
mense pall or mantle, woven of silk 
and cotton, the privilege of maintain- 
ing this pall and supplying new ones 
being held by a certain family at 
Cairo, which has always performed 
this duty. 

At the southeast. corner of the 
building is the sacred Black Stone, 
supposed to be of meteoric origin, 
which is kissed by all pilgrims and 
has been worn smooth by the contact 
of millions of lips pressed against it 
during many centuries. 

According to Arabic legend, the first 
Kaaba was built by angels Before the 
creation of man; the second by Ad- 
am; the third by Seth, this being de- 
stroyed in the deluge; the fourth was 
built by Abraham; the fifth by the 
descendants of Shem; the sixth by the 
tribe of Beni-Juram, about the time 
Jesus was born; the seventh by Kusay 
bin-Kilab, an ancestor of Mohammed;

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—Realizing that 
hope was useless after he had been 
pronounced a sufferer from rabies, 
Frederick Unger, for 20 years @ dea‘er 
in dogs, died in the New York Hospital. 

To the moment when the last and 
fatal spasm caused his death, he Knew 
it had been inevitable, byt accepted the 
situation heroically and did not waver 
in his determination to face the end 
without a sign of fear, as he had re- 
solved when, early on Thursday, he 
recognized symptoms of rabies and went 
to a neighboring physician to have his 
own diagnosis verified. 

Bitten ‘Two Months Ago, 

For many years Mr. Unger, who was 
53 years old, had scorned infection by 
rabies, although dogs had bitten him. 
Two months ago a rabid animal snapped 
him. Dr. H. L. Barker of Woodside, 
where Mr. Unger lived, on Thursday 
afternoon, pronounced him a victim of 
rabies. 

Even then a gleam of hope sprang up 
and Mr. Unger followed Dr. Barker's 
instruction to ge to the Pasteur Insti- 
tute that physicians there might posi- 
tively determine the accuracy of the 
diagnosis. 

As soon as Dr. George G. Rambaud, 
director of the institute, saw Mr. Unger 
he knew hope for him had passed and 
that death would come despite any treat- 
ment. Fity was the first feeling for 
Mr. Unger that Dr. Rambaud experi- 
enced, but it quickly was replaced. by 
admiration, 

“I knew I have hydrophobia and I 
know that you can do nothing to cure 
me. All I seek is relief from the suffer- 
ing I know must be endured,” was the 
greeting with which the victim met the 
physician. There was not a trace of 
fear, nor the slightest sign of emotion. 

“Be kina to me,” added Mr. Unger, 
“and let me die as easily as possible.”’ 

Dr. Rambaud suggested that Mr. 
Unger enter the New York Hospital, 
where he might be under the constant 
care of physicians and at the same time 
receive the institute’s treatment. 

The man had made the journey in 
cempany with his two daughters from 
Woodside to the building of the insti- 
tute in West Twenty-third street in a 
trolley car, apparently in the best of 
health, yet carrying within him the 
knowledge that probably before another 
day passed he would be dead.

It was further made 
evident that while all are agreed there should 
be a commission to direct the improvement of the 
city, there are wide differences of opinion as to 
what form the improvements should take. 

That is as it should be. If there were a cut- 
and-dried plan of work agreed upon beforehand, 
there would be little use in appointing a com- 
mission. It will be an’ advantage to have a com- 
mission open-minded to a consideration of every 
plan or project that can be presented with reason 
and shown to be desirable, feasible and econom- 
ical. It should be recognized and admitted at the 
start that the arrangement of a plan of improve- 
ments will require the solution of a good many 
complex problems. It.is not going to be possible 
to achieve all that is desired. In this, as in all 
other enterprises, the law of compensation will 
compel the surrender of some things in order to 
obtain others. There must be discrimination and 
compromise at every step in the program. 

That much being conceded, the task of selecting 
the best system of improvement possible with the 
means at the disposal of the city can be worked 
out harmoniously enough under the direction of 
the proposed commission. The main thing is to 
get the right men on the board, so that we may 
get the work started in the right way. It is not 
to be a temporary job.

Louis, Chicago is given an advantage in the rate 
over St. Louis of over 1 cent per ton per mile. 

This illustration of the penalizing of St. Louis makes 
the extortions of the Terminal railroads more aggra- 
vated than fn the case of coal from the Mount Olive 
mines. From Carterville to East St. Louig the rate 
is discrimination against St. Louis and from East St. 
Louis to Chicago it is an eloquent illustration of the 
manner in which the railroads juggle their rates to 
give Chicago a share in St. Louis’ greatest natura! 
advantage. : 

No study of the comp#rative rates to St. Louls and 
any other place permits any other conclusion than 
that St. Louis is being robbed of its greatest natura!

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HOME RULE TO. 
GIVIC LEAGUE 


Tells Fortnightly Diners He 
Is Convinced of Its UlIti- 
mate Success. 


SOME RESTRICTIONS 





Speaker Advocates Giving 
Powers Freely With Safe- 
guards for State. 


At the fortnightly dinner of the Civic 
League at the Planters Hotel, 
day, Gov. Hadley reaffirmed in strong 
language his advocacy of “home rule.” 

‘‘There can be no question,” said the 
Governor, “of the righf of cities to con- 
trol their own police and excise af- 
fairs.”’ 

It was the sixth of the series of fort- 
nightly dinners being given by the Civic 
League, and the dermand for seats had 
been so heavy that the league had to 
engage the large dining hall. It was 
the largest attendance at any of the 
dinners yet held by the league. 

Views ef Gev. Hadley. 

Gov. Hadley said in part: 

It would be unsound to urge that 
because the people of the large cities 
have not always wisely exercised the 
power of government conferred upon 
therh they should be deprived of ex- 
ercising the most important duties 
of government affecting life in the 
large cities, The same sort of rea- 
soning would certainly argue in fa- 
vor of the advisability of depriving 
the Governor of the State of the 
power to manage the police and ex- 
cise affairs of the large cities. 

Experience has demonstrated that 
that government is the best govern- 
ment which is closest to the people, 
and the performance of the duties 
of government should be given to 
those most interested in the result. 
Every novice in governmental af- 
fairs is aware of the necessity of 
the placing of responsibility for gov- 
ernment upon those immediately 
concerned in the outcome, 

HDvideace in History. 

History is filled with evidence that 
government conducted by those with 
no personal interest in the result is 
likely, at its best, to be incapable, 
and at its worst to be corrupt and 
oppressive. 

From the acceptance of this prin- 
ciple there has come the conclusion 
on the part of.gtudents of municipal 
problems that, in so far ag the func- 
tion of a government concerns a city 
alone, or concerns the people of the 
city more than the general public, it 
should be left to the people of the 
city to be dealt with by their own of- 
ficiale and in their own way. 

The difficulty of applying this 
principle in practical affairs arises 
from its too exact and mathematical 
application. While there is every 
reason why the management of the 
police and excise affairs should be 
reposed in the people of the large 
cities, this fact does not necessitate 
the conclusion that the State should 
have no power or supervision as to 
the manner in which such duties of 
government are performed. 

Self Government Best. 

The great problem that-we are 
working out here in our civilization 
is the capacity of the people to gov- 
ern themselves and not the welfare 
of any special community at any 
particular time. I think the correct- 
ness of these general principles 
demonstrates the correctness of the 
gonclusion that the State will best 
subserve the ends of good govern- 
ment py conferring upon the people 
of the large cities the power to gov- 
ern themselves, with such restric- 
tions as are necessary to safeguard 
the interests of the State as a whole. 

And that principle, concretely ap- 
plied, necessitates the conclusion that 
the cities should have the right of 
self-government, while the State 
should be able to secure within the 
city a thorough and uniform enforce- 
ment of the State’s laws. While this 
result cannot be perfectly or ideally 
procured by any system yet devised 
by the wit of men, the result of ex- 
perience of municipal government, as 
well as the study and investigation of 
municipal experts, demonstrate that 
the plan best calculated to secure 
this result is to give to the people of 
the cities the right to Select their own 
police and excise officials. 


Urges Civic League Action. 
I have discussed this question with 


the Board of Freeholders of the 
City of St: Louis, who now are en- 
gaged in framing a charter. That 
body. has appointed a committee 
composed of Messrs. Frederick Ww. 
Lehmann, Charles W. Bates and 
Dwight F. Davis to confer ‘and co- 
operate with me in procuring a 
proper measure of Home Rule for 
the people of St. Louis, 

I wish to request that the Civic 
League of St. Louis, if it agrees with 
me that the cause of good govern- 
ment would be subserved by taking 
from the Governor and giving to the 
people of St. Louis a larger measure 
of control of police and excise af- 
fairs than now enjoyed, that in such 
case this organization appoint a com- 
mittee to co-operate with the com- 
mittee of the Board of Freeholders 
and myself‘in preparing a proper bill 
for the accomplishment for such a 
result.
